Arrangements are making for a garden 
party at Buckingham Palace on Monday 
on a cigantic scale. Two tons of fruit, 
specially picked for the occasion, will 
bo Bent from the Windsor Castle orch- 
ards. The gardens of the jialaco are 
now filled with materials for the party, 
and large lent Ktireens are being erected 
at appropriatti places. Such a large 
crowd is anxious to be present that it is 
expected an overflow party must be 
given at tho palace within a fortnight. 
It is uncertain whether or not the Ciuoon 
will he present on Monday, If she 
comes to London it will only be to stay 
a couple of hours and return lo 
Windsor the same afternoon. On the 
following dav, however, she will 
come to London for Princess Maud's 
wedding on Wednesday, and proceeds to 
Osborne on Thursday. Tho arrange- 
ments for the ceremonial of the royal 
wedding are giving a great deal of trou- 
ble owing to the constant changes that 
are being made. It has now been de- 
cided that there will be three processions 
from tho State apartments lothe private 
chapel — the members of tiie royal family 
and royal guests, the bridegroom and 
his sujiporters and the bride and brides- 
nuiiils. The tjucen will be wheeled to 
the entrance of the chapel, which she 
will enter alone jiiHt before tho bride. 
The (iueen's State trumpeters outside of 
the chapel will lierald the arrival of 
each procession witli a fanfare. I'riu- 
ccHs Maud baa already received live bi- 
cycles as wedding presents. Regartliiig 
the marriage settlement it apjiears 
that I'rincesB Mand will have .Cl,- 
000 out of the allowance granted by 
Parliament to the Prince of Wales in 
1880, and the Crown Prince of Denmark 
makes an allowance of £10,000 to Prince 
Charles. The coaple will occupy a suite 
of rooma'in the palace of the King of 
Greece vX Oopennagen; they will also 
occupy a villa near Bernstorff Castle as 
a country residence in Denmark, while 
the small mansion of Appleton, near 
Sandringliam, will be the Englisli home 
of the conple, who thus will have from 
.£•1,000 to ,i:iG,000 a year and no rent to 
pay. Princess Maud has lately taken to 
" poker work," which consists of tracing 
and working out curious Oriental pat- 
terns with hot irons on wood. The 
Princess has applied this work to the 
ornamentation of book covera. ^

South Londoners had the unusual eight 
on Wednesday, of seeing the Duchess of 
Albany riding on a fire engine, clinging 
to brass work, while the horses were gal- 
loping at a great pace. The Duchess of 
Albany and Princess Elizabeth ot Wal- 
deck-l'ynnont had been visiting tho 
chief lire station, wIu!ro they saw the 
lire escape and water tower drill, as well 



as a mock lire in a huge building back 
of the station, from which the occupants 
were rescued by the firemen. Tho Prin- 
cess and Duchess then went for a drive 
in answer to a supposed alarm of (ire. 
The Duchess of Albany was greatly 
amused, but got a good shaking. 

UOSTON's AltTILI.KltY.MIiN. 

Col. Walker, of the Ancient and 
Honorable Artillery Comjiany, Massa- 
chusetts, said to a representative of the 
Associated Press to-day : " Our visit was 
virtually concluded last night with the 
smoker of the J lonorablo Artillery Co., 
though most of the Ancients will be 
resent in uniform this afternoon at the 
aiiiuial iiis|iection of that company.

— The World's Mon- 
treal correspondent says he is authorized 
to give a most emphatic denial to the re- 
port that Sir Charles Tupper threatened 
to appeal to the Imperial anthoritiea 
against Lord Aberdeen's position. 

The Globe has an editorial urging the 
deairability that the Kooteuay country 
should have connection by way of Crow's 
Nest Pass with the railway system of 
Canada at the earliest date possible, on 
account of the great development of the 
mining interests of that legion. 

The World's Montreal correspoiulent 
saya the Liberals would willingly retain 
Hon. J. A. Chapleau for a second term 
as Lieut. -Governor of (.Juebec, and so in- 
duce him not to re-enter political life. 

Ottawa, Julv 11.— Sir Oliver Mowat, 
Mr. Win. Mulock and Mr. J. D. Edgar 
arrived from Toronto this morning, com- 
pleting tho list of cabinet probabilitieBi 
from Ontario. Premier Blair of New 
Brunswick is expected to-day and Pre- 
mier Fielding of Nova Scotia on Sunday » 
Apart from the leading portfolios the 
cabinet slate is stili a matter of uncer- 
tainty, and nothing definite will be done 
until iJlair and Fielding are conferred 
with. Hon. L. II. Davies, from Prince 
ICdward Island, is also expected. 

WiiiTiiv, July 11. — The recount for 
North Ontario, where McGillivray, Con- 
servative, was declared elected by one 
majority, proceeded yesterday at Whit- 
by. Dalton McCarthy appeared for the 
Liberal candidate, Graham. The judge 
rbunted the ballots marked outside the 
disc, which told somewhat in favor of 
Graham, and the recount would have 
given tho seat to him by a majority of 
11 but for the discovery among the 
Uraliain packai;es of ballots, in five 
divisions, of 21 ballots marked for Me- 
McGillivray. McCarthy claimed that 
these afforded evidence of ballot stuffing, 
and the judge reserved decision on the 
recount. 

WiN.Nii'iid, July 11. — Judgment was 
given to-day in the matter of the Sel- 
kirk recount, sustainini: the technical 
objection raised on behalf of the Liberal 
candidate that the deposit retiuired bad 
been paid in to the wrong oflicial. The 
judge expressed great regret at being 
compelled to give this decision, as he 
bad atlvised tho Conservative candidate's . 
agent to make the deposit where it had 
been made. As a consequence there 
cannot be a recount, and the Conserva- 
tives feel that this technicality has coat 
them the seat, as Macdonell, Liberal, 
now holds it by only 1 majority, and the 
uncounted ballots are mostly in favor of 
Armstrong, Conservative.

WESTMINSTER. 

Westminster, July 11. — The Orange 
celebration promises to be very largely 
attended on Monday. 

Two carloads of lumber were shipjied 
ICast by the lioyal City Planing Mills 
yesterday. 

In Ch'illiwack the higli water mark 
was three and a halt feet lower than in 
1894. The river is falling rapidly at all 
points. The new Coquitlam, Maple 
Ridge and Pitt Meadows dykes are in 
good condition. A small break occurred 
in the Lnlu island dyke yesterday which 
was promptly repaired. The low-lying 
land between Westminster and the 
mouth of the river is still covered. The 
land under cultivation is principally 
owned by Chinamen. 

The water is falling slmvly. .\t Browns- 
ville tlu! water extends l)ack to the 
roatl. Portions of the Vale road are 
suhmenii'd. I'he Ilrniiotte saw mills are 
not working on account of the high 
water. 

The Upper Sumas district is ])retty 
well overllowed. The crops will suffer 
severely. -Vt the C.l'.X. wharf yester- 
day the water was within two feet of 
1894. The Indian rancheries at Squeam 
and Matsqui are fl'joded out. 

NANAIUO. 

Nanaimo, July 11. — A new lodge of

the railway belt. Tho ledge is ten feet 
wide, well ileliued between two beauti- 
ful walls. The ore has not yet been as- 
sayed, although it has indications of 
proving valuable.

THE BOARD OF TRADE REPORT. 

Even a cursory iiorusiil of the Beport 
of the Board of Trade must coiiviiu'o the 
render that this I'roviiu'e has many aiul 
great re.smirce.s, and that it is tleatiiied 
to occupy a very important place in the 
Confederation of which it is a 
member. Naturally the oondltioDS and 
tlio prospect.s of tlie mining industry are 
pretty freely discussed in the Report. 
The President has been very moderate 
in his statements. It is evident that he 
has been careful to avoid "giving loo 
glowing a description of the present 
state of that industry, and of the hopes 
and reasonable expectations of those who 
are engaged in it. This ig the prudent 
course to take. But the reader can con- 
clude from the data wliicli tlie Keuort 
itself supplies that it would be dillicult 
to speak too glowiiioly cjf the mining 
capabilities of tlie [iroviiice, and of the 
prospect that has been opened out to 
those who are interested and engaged in 
the mining industry. That industry is 
at present only in the first stages of its 
infancy, yet it is already jiroducing very 
oncour.as:iiig results, and showing the 
most promising indications. 

It is seen that the gold-pruducing 
region is almost co-e.Ktensive with tiie 
Province. In the south the mines al- 
ready opened make it exceedingly diffi- 
oiilt to phu;e limits to tlie gold and 
silver-proihu'iiig capacity of the region. 
In the west the prospector in 
Alberni and Barclay Sound has 
been cheered by the most encour- 
Aging indications, and the development 
work done has proved that the indica- 
tions are very far indeed from being de- 
ceptive. We see that the prospects which 
the Peace River region holds out to the 
miner are not mentioned in the rcjiort, 
Init they are not by any means to be de- 
spised, and it is certain that wlieii tliat 
region is opened up and becomes more ac- 
cessible than it is now it will yield to the 
miner ricii returns. 

But the riclies o£ British Columbia, 
as the Report shows, are not by any 
means conlined to'tiie precious metals. 
Its extensive coal deposits are most val- 
uable already, and will, when its other 
reaourees are better developed, liucomc 
more valuable still. It has been found 
that there ^ are in different parts 
of the Province extensive depos- 
its of iron ore, and that 
it has an inexiiaustible store of lime- 
stone. The presence of tliufi(! mineralH 
gives an assurance that wlieii Uu; pro- 
per time comes Britisli Columbia will he 
the great manufacturing centre of the 
Pacific coast. 

The Eeport says, very properly, that 
the flsheries of British Columbia are 
probably the richest in the world. 
iVolliing like its salmon lislu'ry is to lie 
found in the i;ountries of tin; i )ld WnrUi. 
It is now, and it is tn hshoped ■.vill I'oii- 
tinue to be, a source of wealth, giving 
profitable employment to both the labor 
and the capital of the Province. There 
is, we see, no complaint as to the treat- 
ment which this industry is receiving 
at tlio hands of the (iovernment. 
It is to be hoped that tim 
last has been heard of the ref- 
use grievance. There does not, 
however, appear much prospect of the 
refuse being utilized. It aeeois unfor- 
tunate that BO large a quantity of mate- 
rial that could be converted into a moat 
valuable fertilizer is allowed to go to 
waste. 

British Coluisil)ian8 have not as yet 
done much towards availing themselves 
of the wealth with which the sea that 
washes their shores literally teems. 
Our enterprising American nuighbora 



territorial waters of the Province with- 
out let or hindrance. It is to bo hope<l 
that tlie Government will take measures 
to preserve the halibut banks from the 
enoroachinenta of ■ th«ae poachers. The 
AmerreanB would complain loud ly e noug li 
if British Columbia flahermen caught 
fish in the territorial waters 
of the United States, and would quickly 
find means to drive them away and to 
keep them away ; and the Yankee 
poachers must laugh at the Dominion 
authorities who are so slack as to permit 
them to take valuable flab out of waters 
that are part of the territory of Canada. 
The day, we trust, will soon come when 
the Province will derive all the henelits 
from its deep sea lislieries that they are 
capable of affording. 

The Reporti we see, deplores the neces- 
sity that British Golumbiane are under 
of importing a very large proportion of 
tlie necessaries of life that they consume. 
The sum spent every year for food that 
could be easily raised in the Province is 
very considerable. Its soil is 
very far from being barren, and 
its pastures are ' wide and rich. 
It is therefore to be hoped that Brit- 
ish Columbians before very long will 
make such use of their natural advan- 
tages that it will produce at least all the 
lireail, butter, meat and fruit that they 
can consume. 

The need of railway accommodation is 
insisted upon with considerable vigor in 
the Report. The members of the Board 
of Trade will do the Province good ser- 
vice if they do tiieir titiimst to prevail 
upon the governnieut.", general and pro- 
vincial, to do ail that lies in their power 
to encourage tlie i^onstrui-tioii of the 
railways that the development ol the re- 
sources of the country requires. The 
Report is a good one, and if it is as wide- 
ly circulated as it ought to be it 
will do much towards niakini? tlie ad- 
vantages of tlie Province widely known. 



NOT TRUE. 



The Province, in an article on "The 
Mayor ami the Dipetor," says: "We 
Iind it impossible to reconcile this line 
of conduct with tlie high opinion we en- 
tertained of Dr. Duncan as a man. He 
pleaded guilty to the charge which was 
brought against him of disregarding the 
regulations of the Health By-law.'* 

This is simply untrue. Dr. Duncan 
did not plead guilty of having disre- 
garded the regulations of the Health Ky- 
law. .Vnd, further, the Mayor stated 
specifically that " Dr. Duncan had not 
acted contrary to the law, for, as a mat- 
ter of fact, the Health By-law gave the 
medical health officer discretion in the 
matter." 

The Mayor was perfectly right. Sec- 
tion 10 of the Public Health By-law 
reads as follows : 

"The Medical Health Officer may 
further isolate or remove all persons 
who may have become exposed to tlie 
contagion, and no sni^li person shall go, 
or be permitted to go, tiliroad until the 
Medical Health Otliccr permits, nor un- 
til the clothing or ellects wirii or cai ried 
by him liave been properly <li.Hinfeeted, 
if the same have been exposed to con- 
tagion." 

The Province owes both the public 
and Dr. Duncan tin amjile apology for 
having stated what was grossly untrue 
respecting a public trial, and what at 
the same time is injurious to a gentle- 
man who was being persecuted by 
malicious persona " dresi in a little 
brief authority."

According to the zQue system of 
tickets adopted by the Kussian Govern- 
ment, it will coat only twenty-five dol- 
lars to travel from Moscow to the Pacific 
third class. Here is what the St. Peters- 
burg correspoKideiit of a German com- 
mercial jiapor says of the coat of travel- 
ling by rail across the continent of Asia 
when this Great Kussian railway is com- 
pleted : 

The Siberian line from Cheliabinsk, 
the western terminus, to Vladivostock 
will have a length of 7,l22 versts. The 
direction which the branch to the Yel- 
low sea will take is not definitely decided 
upon, but the total distance from Cheli- 
abinsk to the Yellow sea will be shorter 
than to Vladivostock The journey from 
Vladivostock to Moaeow will . . • 
cost by thiril class fO, do marks, b\ second 
class 135. '.)0 marks, jmil by first class 
2:;0.50 marks. If wu reckon 80 versts 
per hour the journey [j-om Vladivostock 
to Moscow will take ;!03 hours, or V?. 
days and 15 liourH, and as the exiireaa 
trains run -10 versts, only S) days 11 
hours. With an eventual speed of 50 
versts per hour the trip will 
take only 7 days and 14 hours. 
The tickets from Vladivostock to 
Moscow hold good tor 23 days, 
and in tionsetiueiico tlie journey can so 
far be made :id libitum. If we compare 
these charges and length of tijiio with 
the hitherto exclusively cJmployed 
nteamer routes from Westem Europe to 
Eastern Asia, via Suez Canal, or across 
tlio Atlantic, ocean, on the American 
I'ac'.lic railway lines and the Pacilic 
ocean, the enormous advantages of the 
■Siberian line bccduic evident. The 
HuickeHt poa.sibic trip from London to 
Yokohama, via liriudi.si, and from there 
by steamer tlirriui;li the Sutv. Canal 
round Southern .•^J'ia, takes at least liH 
days; in 10 day^ h'hs Yokohama ctui be 
readied ncioss the Atlantic dceaii (S 
days) to tiucbec liv tin. ( 'aiuidiaii Pacilic 
line (I) days) .ami the p,u-i(ic ocean (1-1 
days), or in all l'S days. From 
Bremerliaveu to fSliangbai fakes at 
least 47 days, and from Marseilles 
to Yokohama -10 days. Time is further- 
more lost by the fact that the Hteanicr.s 
only run at certain interval.s, while the 
railway trains start every day. 
Bremerhaven to Shanghai costs by first 
class 1,5,")0 niarkH, second class iioO, and 
third class 440 marks ; Marseilles to 
Yokohama, lirst class, 1 ,47.") marks, and 
second class tiOO nuirkH. The Siberian 
railway will, therefore, on account of 
speeil ami cheapness, become of enor- 
mous iniportancc, and the fat^t that Rus- 
sia exclusively rules this grand route of 
communication will ije of incalculable 
political significance. 

We who dwell on the Pacific Coast of 
Nortli America have a direct and it may 
prove a very deep interest in the 
comjiletion of the raiKvay connecting the 
cities of lOuropcan Russia with the 
shores of the Pacific ocean. Xo one can 
foresee the changes which the comiile- 
tion will bring about or whom they will 
aflect, but they will without doubt be 
very great, and it may be that the des- 
tinies of millions wlui do not everi dream 
that such a work is under way, .will be 
aflcc'ted bv its construction.

THE RUSSIAN PACIFIC. 

The work of constructing the Russian 
Pacific Railway is going on iiuii^tly but 
steadily. lOvery month St. Petersburg 
is being brought nearer the slioresof tlie 
Pacilic Ocean. Before very lonj^ the 
journey across the continent of Asia, 
hitherto considered so toilsome and so 
dangerous, will be almost a pleasant 
trip of a few days. The road is being 
constructed from both ends. Prom ,St. 
Petersburg east ttlready 2, f)7;i miles of it 
are lit to be travelled tipnii. This is 
what wo (iiiiJ in Bradstrect's about the 
progress of the stujiendous work: 

is'ewsiiapor acttoiints from Mussiau 
sources furnish iiifornuitioii regarding 
the progress made with the coiiHlruct ii m 
of the Trans-.Siberiaii Hail way. TJie 
line is being constructed in sertions 
pimultaneoiisly, and the first, at the 
l';uro|)ean end, is completed, so that it is 
piiKsible to travel direct from St. Peters- 
burg to Omsk, a distance of 2,()73 inilea. 
" On the ni'xt section of the lino, that 
from Omsk to tlui Obi river, .''.SI miles 
in length, the rails are laid th(! whole 
distance, but llie earthwurkH are not 
comphde. On the next section, that 
from the Obi riviu' to Krasnoyarsk, Hi" 
niili'H, the rails are also laid, and a be- 
ginning has been made of tlie iron 
biidge, nearly lialf a mile long, 
acniHs the Obi, thai i.': to join the two 
Heclimis. On tliis section many 
of the smaller bridges are built and half 
the earthworks are completed. The iie.xt 
section is to Irkutsk, a distance of l>72 
miles, and it presents many difiiculties, 
the most importaatof •which, however, 
have been overcome. Nearly two-fifths 
of the earthworks are finished. Beyond 
Lake Baikal the distance to the head of 
the Arneer navigation is 701 mi lea, and 
in this section work has been begun 
from the I'acific end; but the ditlieulties 
are very great and much tunnelling will 
have to be done, as the line has to rise 
to a plateau over ;i, (300 feet high. The 
next section, however, preseiits the 
greatest diflictdtiee, as the line IniH to Ix;

CANADIAN DEMOCEATIC SPIRIT. 

Contrast Between French Canadian Resis- 
tance to Monnrcliy and the British 
Worihip of Royalty. 

(From tho Portluiul (Jrci;oulan.) 
Tlieroison tho surface an apparent 
sii'iiilicance I liat the ijiberal victory in 
Canada brings a Frenchinan to the head 
of tho government. This apparent dis- 
crediting of British toryistn and toiuly- 
ism is Hui)ported, moreover, by tlie facts 
of the election itself. Mr. Laurier's ma- 
jority in the whole of Canadr. is 21. In 
the province of Quebec alone, tho Con- 
servative I'rencli Catholic province of 
Quebec, it is 34. Those figures tell the 
whole story. It was in Ontario that Mr. 
Laurier made his great effort, by enlist- 
ing Sir Oliver Mowat on his side. But 
Ontario failed to give bicn the majority 
he wanted. It was in Quebec that the 
Conservative government made its 
strongest liid for support. But t^uebec 
repudiated Conservatism and all its 
works. 

Wliai is the signilicaneo ef tliis ilisaji- 
pointmenl fiuni.slied by tjuebi'c? The 
l''rencli are protei'tioiiists, ami thiue- 
fore were expected to support the Con- 
servative ticket. .\ Beroiul was tliL> 
Manitoba sidiool question. Tlie l'"ivaidi 
aro Catholics, and therelDie were ex- 
pected to vote for the eslablishineiil of 
Catholic schools in Manitoba, especially 
since their bishops and priests com- 
manded them HO to do. A third was the 
Imperial railroad, steanishij) and tele- 
graph enterprises, tiueliec would, of all 
the provinces, profit most by these, and 
therefore was expected to stand by the 
party which was promoting them. The 
New York Tribune undertakes to say 
that the result is to bo accounted foV 
by the fact tliat the simple-minded, 
i lear-sighled iM-eiicli men saw that Ihe 
pai-aiiiuunt issue uiw nut srlmols or 
tariff, hut the riirhl of Htdf-governnieiit. 

It Mas their innate hive of freedom, 
their sturdy determination to Miaintain 
llieir iniiejiendeiife, the Tribune argU''S, 
that made them vote as they did. They 
would, no doubt, have liked to see their 
co-religidiiistssuccessful in their demand 
lor separate scIiooIh in .Manitoba. But 
they wisely saw that it was a matter 
which Mauitolia must settle for liereelf. 
l"or if (Quebec should now coerce Mani- 
toba, a precedent would be established 
under which one of these days .Manitoba 
might in turn coerce (Jueliec. In voting 
to let the Protestant niajorily rule in 
Manitoba they were voting to let the 
Citholic majority continue to rule 
tinebec. 

It is eerfaiidy very suggestive that 
this Canadian election, wdiirli means a 
reliuke to the Conservative treatineiit of 
Manitolia and a rebuke tn tlic anti-.Viii- 
ericau Tory s))irit >;en(!raliy, has been 
carried by the votes of I'"renclinien, that, 
is, I'^rench-Canadiaiis. The contrast in- 
evitably Hiiggests itself between the 
spirit of resiHtance to monarchy whiidi 
tliese French-Canadians inheiit, and the 
spirit of worship of royalty which the 
loyal Briton carries witli him every- 
where.

The " Riches of Mexico iiiul Its Iiistllutions," 
by Wolfe Dui-lus Sallnos; World's Fair tui- 
tion.

Anything concerning .Mexico is usually 
interesting and worthy of perusal. The 
book referred to above for the price con- 
tains ail unusual amount of information 
in its ')00 odd pages. There are also a 
number of illustrations. It deals with 
Mexico and her revolutions, whicli have 
been legion, and tlie era of peace which 
followed. In Hook 1 there is a very full 
description of the gDverniiiL' depart- 
ments, foreign ad'airs, the interior, jus- 
tice, colonization, industry and com- 
merce, public works, the treasury and 
public credit and war offices.

The Weekfs Naval Manoeuvres— Ef- 
fects of Democratic Platform on 
the Moiicj' Qaestion. 



' LcCDON, July 11.— A majority of the 
newspapers express themselves as aatia- 
lied with the adoption of the deceased 
wife's sister bill alter forty years' agita- 
tion.

the necessary time to the measure. It 
is not merelv prospective, but applies to 
marriages already contracted.

The naval inauoeuvres of next wiiek 
will be on u U'rger scale than lias yet 
been attoii» >ted. They Wu. open with a 
pre.iia inary cruise, which will be fol- 
lowed ov tastical exercises. A sham 
war will be the next feature of the pro- 
gramme. The ships will be divided into 
channel and reserve Heels. The Ird-ter 
accordini: to the eclieine, will protect the 
coast ngainat the channel squadron 
(lieat Ihitaiii will cciiil to s-'-a ui)un 
this occasion a larger naval force than 
was ever before uiobilized by one power 
in the history of the world, Tliere w'" 
be a iiig increase compared even 
with 181Ja. The niiiiiber of ships 
which w'll take part in the 
mr-.noenvrea will be about 105 com 
pared with the 75 vessels which 
were sent to eeii for the same purpose 
last year. Every class of vessel will 1* 
employed, including 16 battle ships, '25 
cruisers, 21 gunboats, 20 torpedo de 
stroyers, 24 torpedo boats and a number 
of dispatch vessels and oilier luaft 
Twenty-two thousand men wi.l be on 
board these fleets. The let'.diiig jjoir.t to 
be decided by the iiiaiueiives is ex])ect 
ed to be wlittber or not torpedo de- 
stroyers can effectui-Ily orotect block 
ading aiiii)a against tori)e(lo Vjoats. The 
Admiralty announce that :i feature of 
the mimic war will be the watching of 
one of the lieeta in jiort by the other. 

The; Economist, coiiiriieiUinir on the 
Chicago convention, savB : "The suc- 
cess of the Democrata would .act like a 
moral and economic eyclone on Ameri- 
can trade and liusinesa. Happily it ia 
one thing to carry an unsound platform 
at a party convention, and quite another 
to win a presidential election."

TIMIBITV AND SLOTH. 

Characteristics of Laurier and His Guide 
Who Will Keep Business on the Bagged 
Edge of Expectancy. 

[Froin tho Hamilton Speetntor.J 
"Tho Grit party will discover its policy 
in the course of a few years. Acting 
upon tiie advice of that slowest of mor- 
tal men, Sir Oliver Mowat, the. Grit 
leaders liave detennined to appoint a 
commission to inquire into the work- 
inga of the tariff. In other words, the 
Grit leaders liave determined to learn 
something about the businuHS ot the 
country, that they ai iy be enabled to 
do their gradual catling down of the 
duty intelligently. Commissions are 
proverbially slow, rnd it will most 
likely be a year hence before Sir Oliver's 
commisaion i.s reaily to report. Then — 
if Sir Oliver the Slow and Mr. Laurier, 
the cutter oil' of dog'a tails an inch at 
a time, have control of the cabinet — 
some reduction will be made in the 
tarilFon certain lines of goods, and hav- 
ing taken one bite at the cherry tho 
cabinet will take a rest and wait until 
the country is " ripe " for another bite. 
In the meantime manufacturers will 
be on tho ragged edge of alarmed 
expectancy. They wiU be unable to 
make up their minds whether to close 
up tliei;- establialiinenta entirely, or to 
go ahead blindly , trusting to luck and 
the wisdom of Sir Oliver and Mr. 
Lauriev to enable tliem to get rid of 
Ibei.'- goods. 

In certain t^uartera Mr. Laurier gets ii 
great deal of credit for the " statesniun- 
likj caution " he has exhibited in an- 
no'tincing that be will do nothing hur- 
riedly ; but will work the tarid'down by 
degrees. That is the very worst course 
ho co,uld pursue, Better, far better 
knbclc the tariff down to what he con 
ardera to be a revenue basis at 
once and have done with it. 
Alinufaoturers and merchants would 
thien know exactly what to do. The 
Country would have an opportunity to 
disco^-er the merits or demerits ot the 
proposed tnriU'-ior-reveuue Kystcni, am 
the system could be ap]uovcd oranieiiil- 
ed aa the needs of ibe country dictaied. 

But Mr. Laurier, not having any de- 
liuite trade policy, talks vaguely and 
proiiiisea to ilo nothing hastily. Here is 
his last deliverance on tbe suijject., writ- 
ten in reply to ii letter from a Toronto 
lirm : 

-"De.mi Sins, — I have 3'our favor for 
wducli acitept luy very sincere thanks. 
I can renew you after the fight the as- 
surances which I gave during the fiu'lit. 
that till! tarilf will not be inconsider- 
ately tampered willi,,'lmt that due con- 
sideration will be given to all iuter- 
eala. 1 would also like to impress 
upon the business (.■oiiiiiHiiiity that no 
hasty change is to take ])lace, and thai, 
no oi)purlunity sliould be lost of devel- 
oj)ing tnule iu every di rectiou du ring Die 
coming season. Youra very sincerely, 
' ' W ii.i'inii L.i, i ia i;it. " 

If chiitme bo necessary for tlie henelil 
of the country, why should it be delay- 
ed? One cannot have a good tbino too 
soon, He ia cruel who eaya to a hungry 
man, " Vou have been atarved ; you 
aadly need refreBhment; I'll appoint 
a coinniiasion to inquire into your 
case, and then I'll give yon a l)iti>, "liav- 
iug previously given you ])lenty of 
warning that the bile is coming. I'll 
give yon other bites later on, increasing 
them until you are full fe<l and fat." 

Discover y.iur policy, .\Ir. Laurier, as 
speedily n.s poEsible, and give it to the 
country ut once. If it be good, all 
right; and if it, be bud, the sooner we 
all know it tho better fur the countrv.
